nard confirmed today that Dr. 
Philip Blaiberg, the w orld’s 
longest-surviving heart graft pa­ 
tient. died because his heart 
failed under the onslaught of re­ 
jection. 
Barnard told a news confer­ 
ence at Cape Town University 
School of Medicine the day after 
his famous patient died that re­ 
sults of an autopsy perform ed 
within hours of the 60-y ear-old 
retired dentist s death were not 
y et known, but final analy sis 
would show that the cause of his 
death was rejection. 
‘‘We alway s felt that heart 
transplants were not a cure but 
a palliative, ” he said. “ Eventu­ 
ally . the transplanted heart will 
be damaged so much by rejec- 
Uon that it will not be able to 
function any m ore” 
In Blaiberg’s case, his cardiac 
team slowed down the rejection 
process for 563 day s. 
The death certificate said 
Blaiberg died of heart failure 
brought on by failure of hLs kid­ 
ney s and pneumonia 
The certificate was signed by 
Dr. Marius Barnard, y ounger 
brother of Dr Christian Bar­ 
nard, the pioneer transplant 
surgeon who gave Blaiberg his 
new heart 19 ‘ 2 months ago on 
Jan. 2, 19 68 The y ounger Bar­ 
nard is also a m em ber of the 
G roote Schuur Hospital heart 
transplant team 
The certificate did not indi­ 
cate whether any rejection of 
the heart took place. 
Blaiberg, who was 60. died 
Sunday at 7:40 p m An autopsy 
was performed afterward but 
its results were not immediately 
disclosed 
Blaiberg is survived by his 
wife. E ilw n and a 21-y ear-ol(i 
daught(>r. Jill

The big Gulf storm , one of the 
worst in y ears with its winds of 
19 0 miles an hour, slam med into 
the coast during the night after 
whipping across Louisiana’s low 
marshlands and skirting New 
Orleans.

A Gulfport hospital 
reported treating about 50 per­ 
sons. none apparently injured 
seriously . 
The hurricane continued its 
trek across central Mississippi 
today . Winds of 100 miles an 
hour lashed Hattiesburg while 
Columbia reported utility poles 
down and trees uprooted. 
The storm spent most of its 
fury on the long strip of white 
beach along the Gulf Coast from

to 
Bilox i. 
Its ey e 
moved inland before midnight 
and sent waves soaring over the 
highway and destroy ed 40 of the 
250 buildings on the big Naval 
Seabee Base north of Gulfport 
Biloxi May or Daniel Guice es­ 
tim ated damages during the 
night at $10 million to Biloxi 
But after a day light inspection 
this morning he said “ that’s a 
very conservitave estim ate” 
Civil Defense officials feared 
that “ many more bodies ” would 
be found as rescue workers 
wade through the wreckage lit­ 
tering the town and its fringes. 
Because of a communications 
failure due to the crushing 
winds and tide waters. Civil De­ 
fense officials were unable to 
confirm reports of heavy dam ­ 
age to other points along the 
coast. The strip is dotted with

The storm 
swooped in from the Gulf, rum ­ 
bled over the southeastern tip of 
Louisiana, skirted 60 miles east 
of New Orleans, then thundered 
into the Mississippi coast. 


Downtown Gulfport was in 
shambles. The storm ’s 150-mile 
an hour winds took roofs from 
buildings, smashed signs and 
destroy ed 40 of the 250 fram e 
structures at the big Naval Sea­ 
bee base north of Gulfport. 


Camille’s fury pushed waters 
from the Gulf across four-lane 
U.S. 9 0 and flooded it.

Minority Stock Shares 
Bought By Corporations

NEW YORK (AP) - A big in­ 
crease is under way in pur­ 
chases by corporations of mi­ 
nority interests in other compa­ 
nies, 
with 
ramifications 
for 
American industry that are far 
from clear. 
Management 
analysts 
note 
that the trend is several years 
old but claim that in the past 
few months there appears to 
have been a surprising surge of 
activity, some of it by compa­ 
nies that never before pur­ 
chased another’s stock. 
A minority position means 
that the purchasing company 
acquires a stock position less 
than necessary for control but 
large enough in many instances 
to give it considerable say in 
management. 
In some respects the develop­ 
ment has gone unnoticed be­ 
cause federal officials and oth­ 
ers have concentrated on a re­ 
lated and more noticeable activ­ 
ity-corporate acquisitions and 
mergers, in which control pass­ 
es from one group to another. 
According to W. T. Grimm & 
Co., 
Chicago-based 
manage­ 
ment consulting firm, merger 
activity in the first six months 
of the year rose 65 per cent, 
from 1,703 in 1968 to 2,815 
through June 1969 
However, estimates by Peter 
Fillion, Grimm executive vice 
president, indicate that the rate 
of increase in minority pur­ 
chases is two or three times as 
great as for majority purchases. 
Hard statistics are not avail­ 
able, but Fillion believes the is 
about 180 per cent. 
This intertwining of corporate 
affairs might create serious an­ 
titrust problems, for it could 
tend to reduce competition in 
the marketplace or at least cre­ 
ate the suspicion of favoritism 
or reciprocal buying and selling. 
Reciprocity involves buying 
and selling by two or more com­ 
panies to the exclusion of oth­ 
ers. Products and services of 
the companies are purchased on 
the basis of favoritism, some­ 
times in complete disregard of 
price factors. 
Ironically, some of the minori- 
ty-purchase activity is being 
generated 
by 
corporations 
which themselves are consid­ 
ered candidates for being taken 
over by more aggressive enter­ 
prises. Goaded by this threat, 
they seek to diversify.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
George S. McGovern says an 
analysis by his Democratic par­ 
ty reform commission shows ev­ 
ery state may have to revise 
delegate selec*tion procedures 
before the 1972 nominating con­ 
vention 
“‘It now appears there may 
not be a single state that won t 
have to make changes," Mc­ 
Govern said in an interview 
The degree of change to be re­ 
quired will depend on guidelines 
to be adopted by the commis­ 
sion, probably later this year. 
The resolution of the 1968 con­ 
vention which established the 
commission set two broad crite­ 
ria for delegate selection: that 
the unit rule be abolished at all 
levels of the privess and that 
delegates be selec*ted within the 
calendar year of the convention 
through processes open to all 
The commission is expec'ted 
to rec'ommend that the present 
mixed system 
of primaries, 
state conventions and precinct 
caucuses be maintained, and 
that states retain maximum 
freedom within general guide­ 
lines 


In some states where one man 
or a small group of men have 
had the power to pick all of the 
state’s delegates changes are 
certain if the direc’tive are fol­ 
lowed . 


But the commission has yet to 
come to grips with situations 
such as California and Massa­ 
chusetts. whose winner-take-all 
primaries are viewed by some 


as a violation of the prohibition 
on the unit rule. 
In between these are many- 
other states where some or ail 
of the delegates are selected in 
ways likely to require changes 


Commission sources said it 
appears that less than a dozen 
states will require changes in 
laws to comply. In such states 
there will be a further complica­ 
tion since it would mean in 
many cases that Republican 
support would be needed to push 
changes through legislatures. 


In other states, they said, the 
changes could probably be ac­ 
complished through revision of 
party by-laws 


'I'he most pressing problems 
are in states where delegate .se­ 
lection proc-edures are sc-hed- 
uled to start in the 1970 elec--

Urea will reduce feed costs 
for growing and fattening cattle 
according to Kd Schwitzky, area 
livestoc'k agent. He discussed 
the methods of using urea and 
the 
limiUitions 
with 
Pettis 
County cattlemen last Tuesday. 
Schw itzky 
made 
these 
suggestions for using urea with 
corn silage. First, let the corn 
be dented before ensiling. Then 
chop the silage to less than a 
one 
inch 
cut. 
After 
these 
practices are followed, add 13 
pounds of feed grade urea per 
ton of fresh forage to bring the 
protein level to II per cent on a 
dry matter basis Then add 2.5 
pounds of dicalcium phosphate 
per ton to correct the calc'ium 
deficiency. Adding 4.5 pounds 
of trace mineralized salt per ton 
will correct the chlorine and 
some trace mineral shortages 
However, if water is used from 
a high mineral source, omit the 
salt.

The megapode, also known as 
the brush turkey, is an Austra­ 
lian bird which does not incu­ 
bate its eggs by sitting on them, 
a rarity among fowls. 
“ This may be the first Ameri­ 
can hatching ” of the bird, said 
Jim Wilson, a zoo keeper 
Wilson said the megapode 
male incubates eggs by cover­ 
ing them with organic matter. 
Decay produces much of the re­ 
quired warmth. The male pro­ 
duces the rest with tongue or 
wattle, the flesh around. his 
neck 
Wilson said the male chal­ 
lenges hens attempting to get 
near the mound. Another male, 
one of four megapodes received 
in a trade with a German zoo 
last year, has been kept away to 
prevent trouble.

Simon and Garfunkle met in 
their native Queens, New York, 
when both were 10, began play­ 
ing and singing rock as teen-a­ 
gers, enjoyed fair success be­ 
fore breaking up in their college 
years. In 1963 they reunited, this 
time with a folk beat.

Mike Nichols was taken with

This is pu re heresy , incidentally , to the China 
lobby , which has su pported Nix on in the past. 
The Chinese made the first ov ertu re by calling for 
a renewal of the Chinese-American talk s in Warsaw. 
Two day s before the appointed date in Febru ary , 
Pek ing abru ptly cancelled the meeting with a 
propaganda blast at the United States 
The President had planned to send the American 
negotiators to the meeting with a friendly offer to 
relax the trav el and trade ban against Red China. 
Despite the rebu ff, he decided last month to 
remov e some trav el restrictions any how as a 
u nilateral step toward relax ing Chinese-American 
tensions. He also ask ed the Romanians du ring his 
Bu charest v isit to pass the word to Pek ing that the 
United States doesn’t seek a Vietnam settlement 
that wou ld threaten China. 
Again, all Nix on got for his gestu re was another 
rebu ff. The Chinese attack ed his motiv es and sent a 
charge d’affaires to head the Chinese embassy in 
Warsaw. This will mak e it awk ward to renew the 
Chinese-American talk s, since the Chinese hav e 
alway s iasisted u pon holding these talk s at the 
ambassadorial lev el. 
Nev ertheless, the President will continu e his 
efforts to restore normal relatioas with the Chinese 
Reds \s the nex t step, he will ease trade and trav el 
restrictions some more. 
If the Chinese shou ld reciprocate. Nix on — the 
onetime darling of the China lobby — wou ld be 
willing to withdraw American objections to seating 
Red China in the United Nations. 
NOTE: With the Ru ssians hammering on their 
back door, the Chinese may see an adv antage in 
redu cing tensions with the U.S. on Ju ne 12, this 
colu mn reported that a top-secret intelligence 
analy sis had specu lated on the possibility that 
Moscow might stage hit-and-ru n strik es at China’s 
nu clear laboratories and armament centers in order 
to eliminate China as a nu clear threat 
—Germ Warfare— 
The Defense Department is battling behind the 
si'enes against President Nix on’s mov e to cu rb the 
dev elopment of nerv e gases and germ warfare. 
The generals hav e su bmitted ev idence to the 
National Secu rity Cou ncil that Ru ssia has a far 
greater 
stock pile 
of chemical 
and 
biological 
weapons than does the United States. The only way 
to prev ent the u se of these weapons, the generals 
argu e, is to hav e the capability to retaliate. 
The National Secu rity Cou ncil has ask ed the 
Defense Department, State Department and Arms 
Control Agency to prepare a thorou gh stu dy of the 
problem.

second hou r. If this w.is discrim i­ 
nation against second-hou r u sers, 
as a citizen charged, it w.is held not 
to be u nreasonable discrimination. 
A nother citizen, attack ing from 
a ditferent direction, refu sed to ac­ 
cept a park ing tick et from a “m eter 
m aid." He argu ed that 
the city 
cou ld not u se any thing less than a 
regu lar policeman for l.iw enforce­ 
ment. Bu t again, the cou rt dcciv led 
;i city had this m u ch leeway in 
ru nning its park ing m eter sy stem. 
S till, th e law w on’t tole r a te 
ev ery thing. 
F or ex ample, 
meters 
c a nnot or d i na r il y he u sed as a 
means of raising m oney for pu r­ 
poses ou tside the field of traific 
control. Accordingly , a cou rt de­ 
cided that a city had no right to 
pay for harbor im prov em ents ou t 
of park ing m eter income. 
A nd another cou rt added this 
warning: 
“ A m u nic ipa lity c a nnot tu r n 
park ing m eters into a bu siness for 
profit. It cannot establish a c om ­ 
mercial enterprise on the pu blic 
easem ent.”

The 
baboon’s norm ally fu nction­ 
ing liv er cleared her blood 
of the poisonou s by -produ cts 
of

infection 
and 
she 
m ade a com plete recov ery . 
A not h e r 
hu m an 
being 
cou ld not hav e been u sed for 
this 
pu rpose 
becau se this 
wou ld hav e transferred the 
disease to th a t person. U n­ 
fortu nately , w hen this tre a t­ 
m ent w as tried on fou r pe r­ 
sons whose 
f a i l i ng liv er 
fu nction w as du e to chronic 
disease ra th e r than to an 
acu te infection, the opera- 
tioh w as u nsu ccessfu l. T here 
is hope of su ccess, how ev er, 
when the trea tm e nt is ap­ 
plied to properly selected 
patients who wou ld other­ 
wise die.

Asian Critics Mad, Fearful 
U.S. Will Quit Vietnam

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The startling dLscov ery made by President Nix on’s 
men on their whirl arou nd the world was that some 
of this cou ntry ’s bitterest critics — Asian cou ntries 
which hav e been sharpest of their criticism of U.S. 
troops in Vietnam 
are (in priv ate, at least) now 
clearly both angiy and distrau ght abou t the 
possibility that we may walk ou t of that embattled 
land. 
The Nix on administration was not prepared for 
the intensity and the depth of the priv ate conc*ern 
met with throu gh Sou th and Sou theast Asia ov er 
U.S troop withdrawals from Vietnam 
The Indians hav e been strong and consistent 
critics of American militaiy aid to the Vietnamese. 
Their condemnation has been consistently harsh. 
Yet of late. Indians in high places hav e bu ttonholed 
v isiu ng American officials almost desperately , 
worried ov er what the U S. troop withdrawals mean 
When U.S. officials hav e attempted to ev ade the 
su bjec't, the Indians hav e insisted on bringing it u p 
Nix on did not v isit Bu rma, where criticism of U.S. 
policy has been almost as intense as in India, thou gh 
mu ch more polite 
Bu t word came ou t of that 
cou ntry all the same. 
The Bu rmese, closer to North Vietnamese- 
inv aded Laos and already infiltrated by northern 
Bu rmese tribesmen traint^ in sou thern Commu nk st 
China, are worried that a U.S. withdrawal from 
Vietnam means that the Commu nk sLs will hav e more 
time, materiel and men av ailable for weak ening 
Bu rma. Some Bu rmese are mak ing it qu ite plain, 
u nofficially , that howev er critical they are of the 
United States, they hav e nev ertheless cou nted on 
the U.S. presence in Vietnam as a deterrent to 
stronger Commu nist aggression in Bu rma. 
At least one Bu rmese of influ ence has told 
Americans that if Sou th Vietnam goes, he is certain 
Bu rma will not be too far behind. 
It is not only the “ neu trals” who are worried, of 
cou rse. Philippine leaders mak e no secret of their 
deep concern ov er American troop withdrawals. 
Both the gov ernment and opposition parties in 
Thailand are so worried abou t the consequ ences of 
an American pu llou t, and so forcefu lly made their 
v iews k nown to Nix on and hk s aides, that the 
President 
responded 
ex temporaneou sly 
and 
emotionally with assu ranc es stronger than his policy ­ 
mak ers had planned for pu blk * ex pression at this 
time. 
Now what LS important here is the attitu de of the 
leaders of these and other cou ntries in Sou th and 
Sou theast Asia. For their actions will be determined 
by wliat they believ e. 
Some of Nix on’s more hard-headed aides are 
comforted by this worry ov er what the United States 
will do and what it will not do in the fu tu re. 
For this Asian concern giv es the United States a 
windfall. It now pu ts Nix on in a position to go both 
to U.S. allies and to neu trals and say : 
“You see there is a problem. You now recognize it 
(at last) for what it really is. Now what do y ou 
propose that y ou and we do abou t it? What do y ou 
see y ou r rcile to be? And where do y ou believ e we 
shou ld fit in? Becau se we’re talk ing abou t y ou r 
secu rity and y ou r fu tu re.”

For 
the most p art he cares for nei­ 
ther p olitics nor chicken din­ 
ners.

and sweet, but the older I get 
the franker I get. ” he said. 
In his p olitics, the mayor has 
often had to do without the sup ­ 
p ort of the newsp ap er he man­ 
ages. 
“ Basically, Charles is more 
liberally inclined than I am. I’m 
a Virginia Democrat," says Jo­ 
siah. 
“Charles may show me an ed­ 
itorial and say. Is this the right 
way to p ut it?’ I say. Yes, I dis­ 
agree, but that’s the right way 
to p ut it.’ 
“If it ev er came to a show­ 
down. I would defer to the edi­ 
tor—we both hav e the goal of 
p utting out a good newsp ap er. ” 
The editor describes the rela­ 
tionship this way: “ He’ll talk 
with me and p erhap s argue but 
I make the final decisions. 
There’s no damn way to v ote on 
the thing, and that’s good be­ 
cause with him being in p olitics 
it’s best that he doesn’t hav e the

Fiscal Crisis 
Looms Ahead 
In St. Louis 


ST. LOUIS (API - The city 
of St. Louis, recently rescued 
from one fiscal crisis, will soon 
face another unless the state of­ 
fers increased aid. according to 
Mayor A. J Cervantes. 
The mayor eased the threat of 
strikes by four city unions Satur­ 
day by signing a $5.1 million 
pay increase package. He also 
signed measures to raise money 
— not enough, he said - to pay 
for the wage hikes. 
‘ The amount of money raised 
by the revenue measures falls 
far short of the revenues which 
will be needed to meet the (*ost 
of this pay plan for this year 
and next year.” Cervantes said 
•‘I hope that every citizen now 
agrees with me that the real and 
meaningful answer to oui fiscal 
cnsis is a state revenue shar­ 
ing program and not emergency 
piecemeal programs such as we 
have been forced to consider 
this week.” 
He said the pay increase bill, 
plus committments to raise the 
pay of police and increase some 
employe pensions, would put the 
city $7 4 million in the red dur­ 
ing the next fLscal year. 
The pay and revenue mea­ 
sures were passed last week 
during a special session of the 
Board of Aldermen (’ervantes 
summoned the Board to end a 
strike by Teamsters Local 610, 
which represents refu.se colk*c- 
tors and other city employes. 


The Teamsters and three other 
unions said they would walk out 
again unless the 5 per cent pay 


Park said Sunday. “Korea s 
national security will be the ma­ 
jor topic of our conversations.” 
He told the magazine U S 
News and World Report in a 
copyrighted interview in Seoul 
that Kim Il-Sung, the North Ko­ 
rean dictator, ‘is dedicated to 
reunifying Korea—forcefully if 
necessary—by 1970” and added; 
“ As I understand it. the Unit­ 
ed States feels Asian problems 
should be solved by Asians. The 
idea is essentially right. But the 
goal cannot be reached over­ 
night. And we do not believe the 
United States would withdraw 
its forces—or influenc'c-from 
Asia hastily ” 
Plans are still tentative, but 
Korean sources say President 
Park will land Wednesday at 
the Naval air Station at Monter­ 
ey Park, his wife and his 10- 
man entourage. incTuding his 
ministers of foreign affairs and 
national defense, will spend 
Wednesday night at Del Monte 
Lodge near Monterey 
Thursday morning the party 
will travel by helicopter to San 
Frani'isco for a morning confer­ 
ence with Nixon at the St Fran­ 
cis Hotel. 
Among likely topics to be dis- 
cus,sed 
—Strengthening and moder­ 
nizing The Republic of Korea’s 
armed forces 
-Opening up new trade chan­ 
nels tor Korean export produc ts 
-A review of the American 
posture in .Asia, including an 
end to the war in Vietnam and 
return of Okinawa to Japanese 
rule.

on

clothing. She said she preferred 
Jonathan apples although any 
variety’ would work 
“I learned how to make the 
dolls from Mrs. Georgia Sewell, 
my home economics professor 
at 
Central 
Missouri 
State 
College. Warrensburg. ” 
Mrs. 
Wofford said. “She taught me 
how to carve the faces and to 
detail the hands. It takes a lot of 
apples to perfect this art.” 
After the apples are carved to 
resemble facial features and 
hands, it takes about a month’s 
drying time for the realistic 
lines of the faces to appear. The 
finished 
heads 
are 
then 
attached to wire bent into the 
form of a stick figure. Mrs 
Wofford uses scraps of worn-out 
clothing to fashion clothes for 
the dolls 
“ 1 like faded cottons because 
I think the dolls are more 
authentic when dressed in old- 
styled clothing.” she said “ One 
boon to the modern doll-maker 
is the availability of teeny 
buttons, buckles and trim which 
have become popular with the 
advent of the Barbie dolls 
Grandma had to come up with 
beads and imagination for such

Scientists 
Keep Rocks 
For Study 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
Americans who paid the freight 
will have to wait a while longer 
to get a personal glimpse of the 
moon rocks brought back by the 
Apollo 11 astronauts. 
While the three U.S. space 
heroes are being mobbed from 
coast-to-coast. 
the 
60-p I u s 
pounds of roc'ks and dust they 
brought back are being pam­ 
pered by the delicate gloved 
hands and sterile in.struments of 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
scientists 
in 
Houston’s Lunar Receiving Lab­ 
oratory. 
Officials still aren’t saying 
when the rocks might be offered 
for public display 
But after NASA scientists fin­ 
ish their studies, there are 142 
other scientists from around the 
world who also will run tests on 
the samples 
Present plans call for releas­ 
ing about 15 per cent of the 
material to the scientists some­ 
time next month. 
Public displays will come aft­ 
er the scientists are through. 
Exhibits may be offered in 
large U.S. museums and there 
could be traveling displays. One 
problem still to be worked out is 
whether the samples will need 
to be kept hermetically sealed 
to prevent atmospheric damage. 
Whatever the precautions, the 
Smithsonian Institution here has 
its bid in for a display on a 
“ soon-as-possible” basis. 
One Smithsonian source said 
he is confident NASA has no in­ 
tention of passing up a good 
public 
relations 
opportunity 
while interest in the moon pro­ 
ject is high. 
Among those waiting for the 
scientists to finish are foreign 
leaders who have been prom­ 
ised moon souvenirs by Presi­ 
dent Nixon. A White House staff 
member said Sunday in San Cle­ 
mente, Calif., that Nixon made 
it clear the gifts would come 
after scientists have completed 
their work. But some congres.s- 
men have indicated they may 
try’ to block such gifts on 
grounds the rocks belong to II S 
taxpayers.

Festival Ends in Spirit of Peace 


W H ITE LAKE. N.Y. (AP) - 
The great rock festival ended 
today in the same spirit of 
peace and sharing that enabled 
400.000 young people to gather 
for three days of music, mari­ 
juana and mod living without a 
major incident. 
“There has been no violence 
whatsoever, which is remark­ 
able for a crowd of this size.” 
said Dr. William Abruzzi. the 
festival’s chief medical officer. 
“ These people are reallv beauti­ 
ful.” 
As the great exodus of tired, 
thirsty, hungry youths began 
Sunday, security officials re­ 
ported three deaths and close to 
5.000 persons treated for inju­ 
ries. illness or adverse drug 
reactions during the three-day 
span. 


A late afternoon thunderstorm 
speeded departures. But thou­ 
sands of determined fans re­ 
mained and huddled around 
flickering campfires through the 
chill night to hear the final con­ 
cert.

Dcrpite the rain that turned 
the farm fields of the festival 
site into seas of mud again, de­ 
spite the shortages of water and 
food and the lack of sanitary fa­ 
cilities. the spirits of the audi­ 
ence remained high at the end.

50.000 each day.

Expect M ortgage Limit 
For Homes Will Go Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fed­ 
eral officials predict govern­ 
ment-backed home mortgages 
will disappear if Congress al­ 
lows the interest limit to revert 
to 6 per cent this fall. 
But they are confident law­ 
makers will act in time to con­ 
tinue suspension of the ceiling 
and thus save the popular Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration— 
FHA and Veterans Adminis­ 
tration—VA—loan programs. 
“ There just won’t be any 
more VA or FHA loans at a 6 
per cent interest rate, ” said 
John Darvan, director of the VA 
loan guarantee program. “ No 
one will write them at that 
rate.” 
Statutory limit for the guaran­ 
teed loans is 6 per cent. Con­ 
gress suspended the ceiling until 
Oct. 1. And it gave the secretary 
of housing and urban develop­ 
ment discretionary authority to 
set the rate, now at 7 per cent. 
The maximum rate will re­ 
turn to 6 per cent Oct. I if Con­ 
gress doesn’t act. 
Mortgage money is short even 
at 7 per cent because of the 
record 8‘z per cent charged to 
prime bank borrowers. Funds 
are flowing out of mortgages 
and into higher yield loans. 
.About one-third of the FH A’s 
district offices report money is 
no longer available in their 
areas 
for 
the 
government- 
backed mortgages. 


The F^ HA and VA programs 
account for about 20 per cent of 
the 
mortgages 
written each 
vear for new and used homes. 


The Senate Banking and Cur­ 
rency Committee approved leg­ 
islation last week that would ex­ 
tend the ceiling suspension for 
another six months. The Senate 
is no* expected to begin consid­ 
ering the bill until late Septem­ 
ber. 


But Capitol Hill sources .say 
stopgap legislation of some sort 
will certainly be approved be­ 
fore Oct. 1 because the loan pro­ 
grams are so popular.
